58 forest fires

Firefighters battled scores of 
lightning-caused 
forest 
fires 
in 
Northern and Central California 
Wednesday and early today but 
progress was reported on some 
fronts. 
The State Division of Forestry 
said 58 fires, involving 1,655 acres of 
range and brush lands, blazed in the 
foothills from Amador County south 
to Kern County late Wednesday. By 
early today, said dispatcher Dick 
Kammerer in Fresno, all the fires 
had been ‘‘put out and our 800 men 
are on standby.” 
Lightning storm activity flashed 
and 
sputtered 
through 
Santa 
Barbara County last night, but no 
major fire incidents were reported. 
Mountain fire lookouts reported a 
“lot of lightning activity between 7 
and 10 p.m. in an area between 
McPherson Mountain and Miranda 
Pines 
Mountain 
on 
the Sierra 
Madres Ridge to the southeast,” but 
reported no major fires. 
A forestry official said there were 
no fires under way this morning in 
the sprawling Los Padres National 
Forest. 
A state forestry official in San 
Luis Obispo, Fire Capt. Hubert 
Patchett, said his fire suppression 
units 
responded 
to 
12 
calls, 
beginning at about 2 p.m. yesterday. 
Most of the incidents involved only 
small spots, a couple of them 
occurring near Cal Poly, but about 
20 to 25 acres were burned in 
California Valley. No structures 
were reported damaged. 
There was an unconfirmed report 
that lightning hit a two-story house 
in San Luis Obispo causing a fire 
that injured a small girl. 
The 
atmospheric 
pyrotechnics 
disrupted cable television reception 
throughout northern Santa Barbara 
County, but posed no problems to 
City of Lompoc electric power 
supplies. 
A trace of rain dampened the 
Lompoc Valley area and elsewhere 
light showers were credited with 
snuffing out small fires that hit 
some remote forest areas. 


Call for top

"Thus far we have had minor 
witnesses who can shed little real 
light on the involvement of the 
President.”

The largest fire scorched 1,000 
acres in eastern Fresno County 
before being controlled. 
Nine air tankers were thrown into 
the fight. 
Meanwhile, Joe Caporusso, fire 
information officer in Redding, said 
there were 20 blazes in Siskiyou 


uouniy ana 16 in Lassen and Modoc 
counties. 
‘‘Most of them are small, from 
spot to tree size,” he said but added 
that there was a danger of flareups 
later. 
No injuries or structural damage 
was reported. 
Court of Appeals rules 
Judge Dodson erred 


A state court of appeals has ruled 
that Superior Court Judge Floyd C. 
Dodson erred both when he rejected 
a 1972 Santa Barbara Grand Jury 
interim 
report 
and 
when 
he 
instructed members of the 1973 
County Grand Jury to submit its 
reports to him prior to making them 
public. 
In a 17 page opinion filed Tuesday, 
the appellate court ordered the local 
Santa Barbara County Court to 
refrain from “altering, amending, 
or in any way interfering with the 
filing of future reports of the grand 
jury.” 
The 
appellate 
court 
ordered 
Dodson to refrain from “attempting 
to coerce or dictate the grand jury’s 
determination of the content of its 
reports.” The judge’s instruction to 
the 1973 grand jury to submit all 
reports first to him for approval was 
“ in error,” the state court ruled, 
because it precluded the grand 
jury’s filing of an independent 
report. 


The 
“ clear 
intent 
of 
the 
legislature,” the state court ruled, 
was for the grand jury to be allowed 


“to prepare and file an independent 
report” which, the court defined, is 
“a report intact in all particulars, 
unadulterated by outsiders.” 
The court also ruled “ in error” 
Dodson’s sequestering of the 1972 
grand jury interim report critical of 
then 
counry 
pathologist 
Dr. 
Lawrence L. McAlpine. Dodson’s 
justification for his action at that 
time was that the report went 
beyond the scope of the grand jury’s 
duties and invited libel actions. 
The 
appeals 
court, 
though, 
declined to order the disclosure of 
that interim report on the grounds 
that “both the report and the (1972) 
grand jury have been overtaken by 
the passage of time.” 
Tuesday’s decision was a result of 
an action filed by Santa Barbara 
County District Attorney David 
Minier 
last 
January 
protesting 
Dodson’s actions. 
Minier and 
Assistant District 
Attorney 
Robert 
Schafer 
were 
thrown out of Dodson’s court room 
Jan. 9 after a stormy session at 
which the two raised objections to 
Dodson’s instructions to the 1973 
panel. 
Board rejects action 
to oppose oil drilling

Board of Supervisors’ chairman 
Francis H. Beattie joined with 
fellow 
north 
county 
supervisor 
Curtis Tunnell late Wednesday to 
forestall action on the board aimed 
at opposing resumption of offshore 
oil drilling 
The vote was deadlocked at 2-2 on 
the proposal by Supervisor Frank J. 
Frost to instruct the State Lands 
Commission this county was taking 
a stand in opposition to the bid of 
Signal Oil and Gas Co. to drill off 
Orange County. 
Frost said it was the county’s 
policy to oppose new offshore oil 
drilling 
in 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
Channel 
and elsewhere in this 
region. Supervisor James M. Slater 
voted for the motion 
The Signal Oil bid comes on the 
agenda of the state body Thursday in 
Sacramento 
Tunnell, openly favoring lifting of 
the moratorium against oil drilling 
in state tidelands in 
the Santa 
Barbara Channel, failed to get a 
second to his motion to instruct the 
State commission that the county 
was asking for lifting of the ban. 
Beattie said he voted with Tunnell 


against 
the 
motion 
opposing 
resumption of offshore oil drilling 
off Orange County because “it is out 
of our bailiwick.” 
He added: 
“Besides, 
1 
feel 
the federal 
government will get enough oil to 
run the country. 
But Frost claimed the vote of the 
north county supervisors seemingly 
was contrary to county policy in 
regard to taking stands on offshore 
oil drilling ventures. 


Tunnell, aroused at efforts to have 
the county take a fresh stand against 
offshore 
oil 
drilling 
requests, 
warned fellow supervisors to be 
prepared “to ride bicycles” if there 
was an oil shortage and to ‘pay $1 a 
gallon for gas.” 


The debate was sparked by a 
telegram from attorney Francis 
Sarguis, president of GOO (Get Oil 
Out!). The wire to Beattie requested 
the board to take a stand and notify 
the State Lands Commission it was 
requesting a delay in setting up of 
public hearings on lifting of the oil 
drilling moratorium in the Santa 
Barbara Channel until after Federal 
action on pending legislation

The power trouble developed with 
the failure Wednesday of the second 
of 18 batteries that store electricity 


generated trorn sunlight It reduced 
Skylab s already short power by

The energy crisis added impetus 
to proposed plans for a daring 
spacewalk to free the jammed solar 
generating wing that cut Skylab's 
power by half before the astronauts

Roberts has revealed that two noted owners of race 
horses and thoroughbred breeding operations in the country 
“ are interested in locating in Santa Ynez Valley ” 


Testifying as part of a Santa Ynez Valley contingent 
continuing to oppose the proposed 
175-unit 
insigms 
development southeast of Solvang, Roberts said famed 
race horse owner Rex Ellsworth, for one, was looking at 
Santa Ynez Valley as a place to relocate 


He said Ellswoiin and an equally prominent horseman 
were both interested in Santa Ynez Valley because they are 
now at the point where “ subdivisions and smog” are 
forcing them out of Southern California locations. 
The same thing has happened with horse breeding 
establishments being forced to move out of Scottsdale, 
Ariz by developers putting in subdivisions in the desert 
country, declared Roberts 
The only thing that Ellsworth and others like him who 
want to come to Santa Ynez Valley fear is that developers 
will turn it into another Thousand Oaks within another five 
years, 
according to Roberts He added: “ And it could 
happen* 
Roberts, formerly of San Luis Obispo, at one time was 


manager and partner 
in the widely-known Flag is Up 
Farms establishment in Santa Ynez Valley. 
He had a parting of the ways with Hastings Harcourt, 
who still owns the operation. Harcourt is now proposing to 
turn a large part of his property in the valley, midway 
between Solvang and Ruellton. into a so-called agricultural 
subdivision of rancho-sized homesites, a project which if 
carried out, is likely along with Insigms to bring on an 
onrush of urbanization in the valley, many planners predict. 
The Board of Supervisors has continued a public hearing 
on the Insigms rezonmg proposal to June 10 at 2 p.m. in the 
supervisors’ hearing room in the county building in Santa 
Barbara 
The hearing was continued to allow absent Supervisor 


Charles F. Catterlm to read the transcript of the hearing 
and familiarize himself with the record to be able to vote 
Catterlm has been stricken with a back ailment and is 
bedfast at home.

Metric system 


Many 
Californians 
were 
startled 
recently 
by 
the 
announcement of State School Superintendent Wilson Riles 
of a plan to abandon teaching of the “custom ary’’ units of 
weights and measures and the institution of the metric 
system by 1976 
Some scoffed pointing out that the adaption of the metric 
system has been a controversial issue dating back to its 
first recommended use by George Washington Others 
castigated 
Riles 
as 
“ arrogant" 
with 
"dictatorail 
tendencies." He is far from being either. 
Those in close observation of Riles since his election in 
1970 find him to be an exceptionally intelligent man with an 
overwhelming dedication to educational improvements. In 
furtherance of this goal he has been both courageous and 
innovative. And he has a remarkable ability to couple 
foresight and imagination with an astute recognition of 
realism and practicality. 
So his announcement regarding the metric system was 
not some half baked spur of the moment idea. It was a 
recognition or what is transpiring in the world and the 
realization that somebody better get the ball moving if 
California pupils are going to be prepared for the future. 
The metric system has long been in use in many 
countries. But the United States today stands almost alone 
for within the past decade all of the countries of the world 
not previously on the metric system have converted with 
the exception of a few minor nations. 
And within this country there has been a gradual 
voluntary changeover occurring with many industries 
already completely adapted. The photographic industry has 
long been dealing in millimeters. The pharmaceutical 
industry converted more than 15 years ago. The auto 
industry has indicated its plans to commence switching 
next year. The housewife is already familiar with the fact 
that most packaged goods show the contents in both ounces 
and grams. These changes merely show that those who 
export have awakened to the cold fact they must convert to 
continue to compete in the world market. 
“ Not only is the m etric system inevitable. 
Riles says, 
“ but it is also necessary and desirable It is basically 
much simpler to learn and use than our present units of 
measurement for m etrics are based on a decimal system 
similar to our monetary system. It is much easier to 
multiply and divide It eliminates the need to learn and 
rem em ber how many feet in a mile, how many ounces in a 
quart and how many pounds in a ton 
Riles’ problem is not whether it should be taught but if it 
should be taught to the exclusion of the “customary 
system To help him make this decision he has put together 
a committee from industry, commerce, labor and other 
important groups which will undertake a study and make 
it's recommendations 
His target date ot 1976 for instituting the teaching of 
metrics is established by the fact that that is the year tor 
new mathematics and science textbooks to be delivered to 
the schools 
“ Much ol course depends upon measures before Congress 
which would officially establish the metric system with a 
ten year transitional period. II that passes we have no 
alternative. But whether it passes or not it would be 
foolhardy to ignore the facts and a great disservice to our 
children to tail to educate them in a system in worldwide 
usage “ 
“ While conversion for children will be relatively simple 
the big job will be with the adults To that end we will need 
the cooperation of all governmental agencies and the 
media 
He said the media could aid greatly by giving their 
weather and other daily reports in both the regular way in 
metrics 
Public agencies such as highway departments 
giving distances in Indli miles and kilometers can also 
contribute much to conversion

NEW YORK — (NEA i i- 
When Interpol's Robert yo- 
jet sits down in his subur­ 
ban Paris office and loiks 
over his "most wanted’ fist, 
he is not studying a bunch 
of suspicious faces.

MI think that tbere is no

Whether they are moti­ 
vated by appreciation of art 
or of its value, the world's 
art criminals are operating 
a multibillion dollar under 
world business.

orders for tightened security 
including electronic 
bur­ 
glar alarms 
around 
its 
most 
valuable 
works 
But 
stopping 
the 
thefts 
and 
smuggling is complicated by 
Italy's m ulti-level police sys­ 
tem and the fact that honest 
citizens who turn in archaeo­ 
logical finds usually are paid 
less than five per cent of 
what they could get on the 
open m arket. 
O ther countries have had 
mixed success trying to stop 
illicit art exporting. 
Israel, for instance, allows 
foreigners to obtain licenses 
to export ancient 
artifacts 
but if someone shows up at 
the government 
antiquities 
departm ent with an object 
that 
makes 
the 
curator’s 
eyes light up. he simply of­ 
fers to buy it for a competi­ 
tive price. ( Israel still has 
a 
law 
prohibiting 
Israelis 
from 
giving 
archaeological 
finds to foreigners as gifts, 
how ever.) 
India has passed a 
new 
Antiquities and A rt Treas­ 
ures 
Act 
aimed 
prim arily 
at foreign and Indian diplo­

parts unknown. 
Egypt, w ith more historic 
treasures than it knows what 
to do w ith, has been trying 
to sell some of its duplicates, 
though 
political 
considera­ 
tions have kept this from 
working as w ell as it might. 
Two countries that have 
nearly solved the art smug­ 
gling problem are China and 
Greece. 
The Chinese government 
assembled e v e r y t h i n g it 
wanted from private collec­ 
tors and dealers, who had no 
choice but to sell to Peking, 


which started rounding up 
its national collection soon 
after it took power in 1949. 
Tight controls rem ain. 
The m ilitary dictatorship 
in 
Greece 
has 
instituted 
strict enforcement of laws 
against smuggling of antiqui­ 
ties and while some archae­ 
ologists are not convinced 
that the smuggling has been 
completely stopped, Athens 
art dealer Constantine Hari- 
kiakis. whose clients include 
A ristotle Onassis, says it is 
now almost impossible for

criminals to slip

It is just as well, he adds:

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The Board of Equalization: a collector of taxes 


SACRAMENTO (Capitol)

Board

Equalization s 
personal property reports, 
would have favored Amador

Today’s reports by the 
Board of Equalization may 
not offer such colorful data, 
but they offer considerably 
more information vital to 


economic 
planners, 
to 
businessmen. 
local 
government 
and 
the 
individual homeowner. 
The board is the state s 
major revenue agency, but 
the name ‘ Equalization 
doesn’t suggest that to the 
man on the street To some 
it may suggest another role, 
as was the case with some 
local students last year who. 
assigned 
to 
report 
on 
various 
state 
agencies, 
selected the board, thinking 
that 
“ Equalization 
had 
something to do with equal 
rights. 
While 
the 
early 
day 
firearms previously noted 
may have been referred to 
in 
some 
circles 
as 
“ equalizers, the statistical 
report of weapons isn't what 
inspired the name 
The Constitution of 1879 
created the State Board of 


Equalization as a successor 
to a 10-year-old agency of 
the same name but different 
composition At the time, 
all 
revenue

state 
government purposes was 
derived from a 2 percent ad 
valorem tax on property. 
Some counties lowered their 
property valuations so as 
not to have to contribute as 
much to the support of the 
state. As a consequence, 
some counties were paying 
more, and some less, than a 
fair proportion of the state s 
expenses.

inequality, the board was 
created to equalize values in 
all counties so each would

accounts which contribute 
some $333 million monthly.

guides local assessors and 
tax administrations. It also 
resolves

owned by one jurisdiction 
but taxed by another. It is 
the 
appellate 
body 
for 
Franchise 
Tax 
Board 
decisions on income and 
corporate taxes and on 
property 
tax 
relief 
for 
senior citizens. 
The 
1st 
Dist rict, 
represented since 1938 by 
George R. Reilly of San 
Francisco, 
extends south 
from San Francisco along 
the coast to embrace the 


northern 
portion of 
Los 
Angeles County and reaches 
inland to embrace Lake

That the board is efficient 
is attested by the ratio of 
board expense to revenue 
collected In 1934-35, state 
sales and use tax collections 
yielded $56 6 million at a 
cost of $1 92 for every $100 
collected, while the 1971-72 
revenue of almost $2 billion 
cost 81-cents per $100 
In the 1971-72 fiscal year 
the 
board 
had 
2,356 
authorized employees, one 
less than it had 20 years 
earlier in the 1951-52 fiscal 
year, despite handling many 
times more business and 
collecting many times more 
dollars. 


But the board is more 
than a collector of sales and 
use taxes. It administers a 
number 
of

programs which contribute

Highway user taxes have

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Labor faces new mob infiltration 
Charges center on Teamsters 4

NEW YORK 
(NEA) - 
Recent reports that the EBI 
has 
established 
links 
be­ 
tween organized crime and a 
trade union through a court 
wire-tapping order a g a i n 
raise one of the more troub­ 
ling ghosts haunting the na­ 
tion’s labor movement. 
Most 
unions are honest 
ones, law enforcement offi­ 
cers agree, but for some 
years now they have sus­ 
pected a deeply buried con­ 
nection between the mob and 
some labor leaders. 
Special attention has been 
paid to unions in such indus­ 
tries as construction, dock 
work, w a r e h o u s i n g and 
trucking. The current publi­ 
city is focused on leaders of 
the 
International 
Brother­ 
hood of Teamsters. 
The two million-member 
Teamster 
Union 
has had 
problems with its leadership 
for some time now. Over the 
past decades two national 
leaders, 
Dave 
Beck 
and 
James Hoffa, have gone to 
jail on various charges in­ 
cluding fraud and jury-tam­ 
pering. 
In addition, a behind-the- 
scenes power struggle at the 
highest levels of the Team­ 
sters is reportedly in prog­ 
ress, applying internal pres­ 
sure to the situation, as Hof­ 
fa, 
paroled 
by 
President 
Nixon with two-thirds of his 
sentence still unserved, is 
supposed to be seeking his 
old post as president, now 
held by Frank E. Fitzsim­ 
mons. 
For observers of organized 
crime, the rise to power of 
the 
Teamsters 
has 
been 
studded with unusual oppor­ 
tunities to glimpse some in­ 
ner workings of the mob. 
These include: 
• The discovery that an 
official of the Chicago union 
(Local 777) had a lucrative 
racket to siphon off dues 
paid by cab drivers and kick 
them back to the cab com­ 
panies: 
• The report that a New 
Orleans mafiosi had offered 
a $1 million bribe to the wit­ 
ness who helped send Hoffa 
to jail if the testimony were 
recanted; 
• The indictment on 18 
counts of embezzlement of a 
Newark leader (Local 863) 
who had been a long-time as­ 
sociate of a leading Syndi­ 
cate mobster; 
• The report by a New 
Hampshire newspaper that 
the Teamsters pension and 
welfare funds had contrib­ 
uted secretly to help finance 
the 
Watergate 
burglaries 
and espionage; 
• The conviction of four 
top officers of the St. Louis 
union 
(Local 
600) 
on 
13 
counts of embezzlement; 
• The charge by George 
Meany, head of the AFL-CIO, 
that the Teamsters had been 
hired to break 
up Cesar 
Chavez’ United Farm Work­ 
ers, a move Meany called 
“vicious” and "disgraceful;” 
• The regular lending of 
millions of dollars from the 
Teamsters funds to mem­ 
bers of organized crime in­ 
volved in such ventures as 
Las Vegas casinos and air­ 
port motels;

Johncock, 36, a slim wiry resident of hranklm, Ind., 
led for 64 laps of the 133 in the race, called after 332.5 
miles, and triumphed at an average speed of 159.014 
miles per hour. The race was scheduled for 200 laps. 
i would really like to see them slow these cars 
down," he said, subdued after his win. “ By slowing down 
the cars, you would see a much better race.’ 
The race began after a delay of more than five hours 
and former winner Bobby Unser, who led the first 39 
laps set a record pace for the first few minutes. Then a 
backstretch spin by Bob Harkey threw debris on the 
track knocked the speed below the record and none of 


the other leaders could get the pace up again to a record 
average speed. 
Armando Moreno Teran. 22, Santa Monica, Calif., a 
crewman for Graham McRae, became the second 
fatality of this 57th annual race when he was struck by a 
fire truck speeding in the pits to aid injured driver Swede 
Savage. 
Savage’s car hit the outside wall, then the inside wall 
at the head of the home stretch, exploding into flames, 
and he suffered broken legs and burns. He was taken to 
Methodist Hospital by helicopter, listed in critical but 
stable condition. 
Savage was the second driver hospitalized as the result 
of the race. David “ Salt" Walther was burned seriously 
Monday when his car hit the wall and caught fire in the 
10-car accident which stopped the race. Jouncock drove 
unscathed through both mishaps. 
Teran, thrown more than 50 feet when he was hit near 


injuries. 


Earlier, veteran driver Art Pollard was killed when his 
car hit thè wall and skidded upside down into the infield 
on May 12 while practicing for qualifications. 
The race was stopped for an hour and 15 minutes after 
the Savage crash. 
Only four drivers led the abbreviated race - Bobby 
Unser, Johncock, Al Unser, Savage and then Johncock 
from the 73rd lap until the finish.

WASHINGTON -(N E A )- 
Only the truly flint-hearted 
have ever relished the idea 
of impeaching government 
officers. When Constitution 
framers argued the matter 
of how to throw rascals out 
of office, indeed how to 
prove that they deserved 
same, an honorable gentle­ 
man of the time said it for 
many when he observed: 
‘‘If (an official) 
is re­ 
elected, that will be suffi­ 
cient proof of his innocence.” 
Yet, s e n t i m e n t aside, 
what’s there to do with an 
official who cannot be re­ 
elected? If he’s guilty of mis­ 
conduct, Senator Goldwater 
has said it. So have a good 
many others in official Wash­ 
ington these days. 
Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader has called either for 
President Nixon’s resigna­ 
tion or impeachment. Martha 
Mitchell is one of a line of 
l e s s e r luminaries who’ve 
suggested he resign. Reps. 
John E. Moss, D-Calif., and 
Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., say 
they 
want 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives to become 
part of the Watergate inves­ 
tigations by setting up a 
select committee to * deter­ 
mine whether impeachment 
is warranted — “and then 
act accordingly if it is.” 
Not in modern memory 
has speaking the unspeak­ 
able been so popular. The 
Washington 
Afro-American 
newspaper recently ran a 
lead story concerning what 
e f f e c t s an impeachment 
would have on the Black 
c o m m u n i t y . Some area 
teachers have been asked by 
students to explain what im­ 
peachment means. The Li­ 


brary of Congress has been 
so deluged with requests for 
impeachment material, its 
legislative branch has com­ 
piled an informational kit to 
meet demand. 
It’s all preliminary and no 
E 
rogress, however. Says a 
lepublican aide: “Actually, 
I don’t even think there’s 
been an Impeach Nixon Com­ 
mittee formed yet. There 
was one in Lyndon Johnson’s 
time, you know. Personally I 
think it’s mostly garbage. 
People who’ve hated Nixon 
for years are getting the 
chance 
to drop 
hints 
of 
impeachment with somber 
faces and political impunity. 
But I can’t blame them. 
Giant titillations like this 
don’t happen very often.” 
Indeed not. Though most 
administrations, not to say 
most presidents, have suf­ 
fered occasional talk of im­ 
peachment, the procedure 
has come around about as 
often as Hailey’s Comet. Ac­ 
cording to one Library of 
Congress report, only 11 such 
trials —only one of a presi­ 
dent—have taken place in 
U. S. history. 
The procedure, which is 
rooted in seven-century-old 
English law, is fraught with 
legislative 
movement 
and 
laden with tapestry. Consti­ 
tutionally, any officer of the 
government m ay be im­ 
peached (a term from Latin 
which means to investigate, 
not to remove) for convic­ 
tion of “Treason. Bribery, or 
other high Crimes and Mis­ 
demeanors.” The procedure 
is initiated by charges made 
on the floor of the House by 
a member who, traditionally, 
intones: “I do impeach such 
and such of the following 
high crime or misdemeanor. 


First . . . Second . . . Etc.” 
The resolution is then re­ 
ferred to committee, which 
conducts hearings. If hear­ 
ings indicate impeachment is 
necessary, that charges are 
indeed supported by facts, 
the resolution is sent back to 
the House for vote. A simple 
majority is sufficient. 
Both the Senate and the 
impeachment 
subject 
are 
then notified. The Senate 
takes charge of the actual 
proceedings, with the chief 
justice of the United States 
presiding. The rest of the 
activity would be much like 
a court trial—attorneys, wit­ 
nesses, etc. On completion 
of the trial, members of the 
Senate would vote on speci­ 
fic charges. 
A two-thirds 
vote against the defense (on 
any charge) would result in 
conviction and removal from 
office. 
In the 177 years since 
the first impeachment trial 
(against Sen. William Blount 
of Tennessee, fo r hanky- 
panky with an Indian agent), 
only four officials have been 
convicted and removed from 
office — all judges. 
One 
president (Andrew Johnson), 
and one cabinet member 
(secretary of War William 
Belknap, in 1876) were tried; 
Johnson, who has come to be 
known as a patriot who 
served reasonably well in 
trying times, was acquitted 
by one vote; Belknap re­ 
signed before his acquittal. 
In practical terms, the 
cumbersome 
impeachment 
authority has been an inef­ 
fective means of removing 
wrongdoers from federal of­ 
fice. Surely, says a cynic, 
"We must have had more 
than four dishonest federal 
officers in nearly 200 years.”

Scholars h a v e maintained 
that one reason such pro­ 
ceedings have been so few is 
that they are archaic, a bit 
like drumming a man out 
of the corps, “thus one uses 
the trial only for the ex­ 
treme.” 
There are those who be­ 
lieve the time of extreme is 
here again. But not neces­ 
sarily for Richard Nixon. 
U. S. Court of Appeals Judge 
Otto Kerner may be a more 
likely candidate. 
He, 
the 
former governor of Illinois, 
has been convicted of brib­ 
ery and perjury — but main­ 
tains his innocence, retains 
his judgeship and continues 
to draw a $42,500 salary. He 
says he won’t quit. In such 
cases, if Congress agrees, 
there is only a constitutional 
remedy — impeachment fol­ 
lowed by a forced exit. 
As for President Nixon, 
he’s been accused of much, 
convicted of nothing. And 
many citizens in Washing­ 
ton, vacationing here from 
across the land, say talk of 
congressional trial at this 
time is vicious, vengeful and 
wrong. “I believe in my 
President,” says a tourist 
from Wisconsin, “and that’s 
that, period!” 
Yet many others believe, 
as did U. S. Justice David 
Brewer at the turn of the 
century, that open debate in 
a free place is good and 
proper. Said he: 
“The time is past in his­ 
tory when any living man 
. . . can be set on a pedestal 
and decorated with a halo. 
True, many criticisms may 
be, like their authors, devoid 
of good taste, but better all 
sorts of criticisms than no 
criticism at all.”

At a 
time when secret funds and 
the right of the public to 
have better access to all of 
the business of its political 
bodies, it would seem that 
this 
proposal, 
or 
an 
alternate proposal, should 
be reconsidered to make the 
actions 
of 
the 
Highway 
Department 
reflect 
the 
current needs of our state. 
A good case in point is the 
Highway 
1 
“ Lompoc 
Bypass’’ which is scheduled 
to go to bid in a few weeks 
and 
w ill 
be 
under 
construction this summer. 
The estimated cost of this 
project 
is approximately 
$10,000,000. A state highway 
engineer has stated to me 
that 
he 
can 
see 
no 
justification 
for 
this 
project. There are many 
other highway deficiencies 
in the area more urgently in 
need 
of 
correction 
to 
facilitate 
movement 
and 
increase 
traffic 
safety 
(including 
our 
city's 
streets), so it would seem 
that 
the 
H ighw ay 
Department’s methods of 
assigning priorities could 
stand 
some 
review and 
possible updating. 
This $10,000,000 project 
will be a full freeway three 
miles, more or less, in 
length, on the east edge of 
Lompoc. It will run from a 
newly 
designated 
Scenic 
Route on the south, to the 
controversial 
“ Harris 
Grade” 
project 
on 
the 
north. It will improve the 
southern approach to the 
city and will have other 
features which will benefit 
the area’s traffic — but not 
$10,000,000 worth! A look at 
the map will show you that 
anyone using Highway 1 is 
intentionally coming to this 
area or is sightseeing. The 
traffic which will bypass 
Lompoc will be minimal. So 
who needs a freeway? A 
bypass route might be nice, 
but a freeway — no. 
As 
an 
engineer 
and 
former state employee, I 
realize that these projects 
take years in planning and 
that the means of assigning 
priorities 
is 
complex; 
however, once the decision 
is made it need not be 
irreversible. Since the time 
when 
this 
project 
was 
approved, 
population 
projections for this area 
have 
been 
drastically 
revised; also our priorities 
in terms of the environment 
have 
taken 
on 
new 
emphasis. There has been 
so little publicity given this 
project that I question that 
an Environmental Impact 
Study has been made, or if 
the 
State 
H ighw ay 
Department would respect 
one if it were made. 
At this time there is 
probably little that can be 
done 
to 
divert 
this 
$10,000,000 to better uses; 
however, this project should 
be used as an example to 
prevent future squandering 
of highway tax funds. If the 
Highway Department has so 
much 
surplus 
money, 
perhaps it is time that we 
considered 
giving 
the 
taxpayers 
a 
break 
by 
reducing the gasoline tax 
Since the legislature has not 
been willing to divert the 
excess gas tax funds toward 
development 
of 
rapid 
transit, perhaps it would be 
willing to divert it back to 
the taxpayers’ pockets 
I would be interested in 
your opinions about what 
can 
be done about the 
opening to review of the 
Highway 
Department s 
budget, and whether you 
favor 
continued 
development 
ol 
this 
highway 
to lull freeway 
status in view of its present 
and projected usage

The agents battered furni­ 
ture, knocked people down 
and pointed pistols as if to 
use them. Finally, quickly as 
they 
came, 
they 
left — 
mumbling something to one 
numb homeowner about 
“ being in the wrong damn 
house.” 
How could such a thing 
happen in America'.’ Easy, 
as one of the unapologetic 
federal raiders said it: “We 
just got a bum tip is all 
Is all? 
Never mind how it could 
happen, then, the question 
may rather be: How is it that 
such a thing does not hap­ 
pen 
more 
frequently 
in 
America? 


The “ bum tip” , after all. 
is given thousands of times 
daily to law enforcement of­ 
ficers. Along with the “crank 
tip” , the “spite tip" and the 
“ good tip” , it has become as 
much a part of police work 
as target practice. Long a 
discredited 
not to say 
smelly 
and 
unreliable — 
tool bf investigative work, 
the informant system none­ 
theless thrives and even ap­ 
pears to be expanding in the 
land today. 
Why? Partly, say police 
authorities, because increas­ 
ing numbers of citizens seem 
only too anxious to squeal 
on their neighbors. Sociolo­ 
gists might equate the phe­ 
nomenon with the modern 
nomadic trends — one of 
five 
U.S. 
families 
move 
every year — which help 
c re a te neighborhoods of 
strangers. 
Others 
believe 
prime-time TV is forming 
an audience of grubby gum­ 
shoes ("You get two kinds 
of shows on TV." says an 
FBI agent, "cops and rob­ 
bers or robbers and cops" >. 
Still others feel that the 
general shakeup in Ameri­ 
can values has resulted in 
the burial of old-time fair 
play — says one newsman 
familiar with the recent East 
St. 
Louis 
raid 
mistake: 
We re becoming a nation 
of finks." 
But if the public is more 
willing to rat these days, it 
is in good part due to gov­ 
ernmental 
encouragement. 
Every federal agency with 
investigatory powers 
(and 
what agency, as they say, 
doesn't 
have investigatory 
powers? > uses and some­ 
times abuses the informer 
system 
In fact, they are 
lifting the tactic to some­ 
thing of an awful art. 
The FBI has been known 
to wire informers for sound. 
Immigration authorities have 
trained foreign ne’er-do-wells 
to first sell illicit items to 
smugglers and then turn the 


same 
smugglers 
in. 
The 
Bureau 
of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs not only 
pays informers handsomely, 
but adds 
fringe benefits, 
“ moving them from city to 
city or from country 
to 
country if necessary." 
As for protecting squeal­ 
ers. the Justice Department 
recently requested that 25 
federal jobs be made avail­ 
able to informant-witnesses 
who may have to be moved 
to 
Washington 
for 
their 
health or well being 
The most flourishing of 
the modern informant tech­ 
niques is the "hotline” pro­ 
cedure 
It is perhaps also 
the most abused. Used for 
years by local police seeking 
private information on spe­ 
cific capers, the anonymous 
phone tip is now national in 
scope. Dozens of cities have 
set up special numbers to 
call 
for 
everything 
from 
drug control to “ runaway” 
reports So too has the fed­ 
eral government. For more 
than a year the Nixon ad­ 
ministration's Drug Abuse 
Law 
Enforcement 
agency 
i D ALE) has been receiving 
an average of 90 calls a day 
over its 800 number "Heroin 
Hotline." 
The 
idea, 
says 
DALE director Miles Am­ 
brose. is to encourage good 
citizens to turn in their 
local drug pushers. 


Indeed, many have been 
vdoing just that 
DALE in­ 
formation 
director 
Robert 
Feldkamp says that in a re­ 
cently measured 
13-month 
period the hotline had re­ 
corded 26,788 calls, more 
than 24,500 of them con­ 
sidered significant. Ambrose 
calls the record “ excellent " 
As many as 400 arrests have 
reportedly been made from 
the hotline tips, 50 which in­ 
cluded other crimes besides 
drug abuse, and one which 
resulted in an alleged killer 
being captured. 
But if the results of the 
Heroin Hotline have been 
"excellent” , they have also 
been highly criticized. One 
Washington 
civil 
liberties 
attorney says the operation 
smacks of Nazi Germany: 
"What the hell kind of gov­ 
ernment asks its people to 
spy on each other? Hitler 
did it. Now Nixon does it!" 
The 
inherent 
potential 
for disaster, add others, is 
high. The tragic Missouri 


raid of last month, for ex­ 
ample, was the result of an 
erroneous tip to DALE’S re­ 
gional office. 
For his part, DALE’S Am­ 
brose minimizes the philo­ 
sophic aspects of his hotline 
A 
stocky 
Irishman 
from 
New York, with P S 
109 
bravado, he says he was 
weaned on the classic Vic­ 
tor McLaglen movie “ The In­ 
former" (in which an Irish 
rebel turns a pal in to police 
only to have pangs of con­ 
science ), but suffers no such 
fink-hating scruples himself 
He says "drug people are 
the very vermin of human­ 
ity", thus suggests that it 
takes low tactics to catch 
low life. We think, he adds, 
hotline 
tipsters 
are 
“the 
least 
odious" 
method 
of 
catching criminals. 
Others in government, op­ 
erating 
similar 
informant 
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systems, are not so confident 
as Ambrose about the moral­ 
ity of their doings. The In­ 
ternal Revenue Service, for 
one. has long had a “ bounty- 
informant” system for which 
there is precious little offi­ 
cial liking. Says an official 


1RS statement on the Tax 
Informant policy: “The Rev­ 
enue Service is fully aware 
of the distasteful implica­ 
tions to Americans of any 
actions which involve the 
spying of one individual on 
another” For this reason 


the policy is seldom publi­ 
cized and never encouraged. 
"The law says we have to 
use it,” adds one official, 
“otherwise 
The IRS hesitation is un­ 
derstandable. 
Though 
not 
publicized, the Tax Inform­ 


ant 
law encourages more 
than 130,000 tips from the 
public every year (up 10.000 
since 1970) 
most of them 
useless, some of them moti­ 
vated by low emotions Of 
the 133,452 tips received at' 
IRS offices last year, says 
Service 
spokesman 
Terry 
Gastelle. only 7,354 resulted 
in investigations As for the 
rest? Well, says Gastelle. 
“we get a lot of spite mail 
here.” 
Indeed. Laments IRS In­ 
telligence Director John Ol­ 
szewski: "A lot of the in- 
Ruination received is from 
exwives complaining about 
alimony problems or child 
support " Other mail is from 
citizens protesting that "my 
neighbor John Jones is liv­ 
ing too high off the hog 
And some of the mail, it's 
suspected, is sent not for 
spite or envy but for greed: 
IRS rewards informants up 
to 10 per cent ta maximum 
of $50.000» of any money 
recovered. 
Despite official displeas­ 
ure with the Tax Informant 
police — "It almost seems 
un-American!" — the law 
remains and IRS agents must 
obey it 
But at least, says 
Gastelle. the tips are ac­ 
cepted with some contempt 
and therefore suspicion. This 
attitude helps fashion safe­ 
guards agai nst informer 
abuse of private citizens 
Gastelle says a tip must 
contain "substantial infor­ 
mation” before it’s accepted 
And even when an investi­ 
gation is warranted, it often 
begins and 
ends with 
a 
check of a tax return 
"We don’t swoop down on 
anvbodv," 
savs 
Gastelle 


“The most we do is ask a 
citizen to come in for an 
audit After that the courts 
may have to decide We re 
not in the business of harass 
ment 
Unlortunately, harassment 
is too often the result of in 
formant systems, regardless 
of what protections are used 
A careless tip to a cop, like 
hearsay evidence in a jury, 
can be officially disregarded 
but never truly forgotten 
Like the story about the dis­ 
gruntled sailor who wrote in 
the ship's log. “The captain 
was sober today” , a seed 
once planted tends to grow 
Says one candid Washing­ 
ton detective: “ If I hear 
something about a guy 1 11 
alwavs remember it. He may 
be totally innocent but I'll 
always remember what I 
heard. Every time 1 see him 
I’ll always remember what I 
heard Any good cops the 
same." 
So it is with the endless 
tips 
from 
the 
informant 
system 
in 
America 
Joe 
Gora of the American Civil 
Liberties Union says they 
are an unfortunate rnmhina- 
tion of necessity and fink 
ism: “There can be no ob­ 
jection to people giving legi­ 
timate information to author­ 
ities. but what we’re con­ 
cerned with is that such 
things 
as 
hotlines' 
can 
create an atmosphere for 
rumor and abuse and there­ 
fore c iti ze n harassment.' 
Gora 
says 
all 
informant 
systems should have iron­ 
clad 
safeguards against 
abuse, but few do. Mostly, 
savs a narcotics cop who's 
critical of America's Heroin 
Hotline. "Mostly, the think­ 


ing is that anything s fair in 
catching crooks 
And the thinking, some 
times, 
goes 
beyond 
just 
catching crooks The U. S 
service academies have long 
had "honor .systems” where- 
b> cadets must report all 
rule infringements of other 
cadets A small town mayor 
in Ohio recently turned his 
teen-age son in to police lor 
smoking 
marijuana 
(the 
court later threw the case 
out I. Business "suggestion 
boxes” are often convenient 
repositories for the tattles 
of 
rumormongers. 
K v e n 
news reporters, saintly 
though they normally be. 
stoop occasionally to the 
least reliable squealers in 
order to raise a printed ques­ 
tionAmericans, to be sure, are 
not the only finks. Euro­ 
peans participate extensive­ 
ly m bounty-informant sys­ 
tems oi their own nations. 
Yet there is something par­ 
ticularly distressing about 
this 
nation, 
of 
Benedict 
Arnold 
experience, 
going 
the way of all flesh. Sad to 
see the blurring of the line 
between good citizen and 
snitch. 
But perhaps there is hope. 
The story at IRS headquar­ 
ters is about an informant 
who once turned in a tax 
cheater but couldn't collect 
a bounty. Why not? “ During 
the course of investigation 
it was found that the fink 
too had filed a padded re­ 
turn.” 
Bingo And hallelujah. If 
there’s 
no 
neighborliness 
left among us, then there’s 
at least poetic justice.

Italian pressures 


The story may not have reached 
all the corners of all the 50 states of 
the Union, but it is nonetheless 
interesting and has a bearing 
everywhere. It is the story of the 
relationship between Mario Biaggi 
and the Conservative party of New 
York 
State. 
Mr. 
Biaggi, 
a 
congressman 
and 
former 
policeman, is running for mayor of 
New York. He is a Democrat, 
running in the Democratic primary 
on June 4. And last spring he 
contrived the endorsement of the 
Conservative party. 
But at the time he 
got 
that 
endorsement, there 
were 
rumors 
floating about that 
Mr. Biaggi, when 
questioned 
by 
a 
grand jury a while 
ago, 
declined 
to 
answer 
certain 
questions. 
The 
chairman 
of 
the 
Conservative party, 
Mr. 
Daniel 
Mahoney, 
had 
a 
breakfast meeting 
with Mr. Biaggi and 
asked him 
point-blank whether , the rumors 
were true Mr. Biaggi answered 
point-blank that they were not true. 
Mr. Mahoney is an experienced 
gentleman and wrote a longhand 
letter to Mr. Biaggi later that day 
recapitulating what Mr. Biaggi had 
said The Conservative party then 
proceeded to nominate Mr. Biaggi. 
As the weeks went by the rumors 
about Biaggi s behavior before the 
grand jury were carried by two New 
York newspapers, and the heat was 
on. Over the course of a fortnight 
Biaggi heatedly and publicly denied 
that lie had refused to answer any 
questions before the grand jury. 
Then he temporized, and said that 
he had not declined to answer any 
questions 
relating 
to 
personal 
finances. Then he said: Look, I 
invite a blue ribbon panel of judges 
to look at the minutes of the grand 
jury proceedings and give a digest of 
my responses. At this point the 
United States Attorney said that 
Biaggi 
was 
attempting 
to 
manipulate the courts, and ordered 
the full text released, disguising 
only proper names The courts in 
due course sustained the U.S.

nomination. The grounds were two, 
one more obvious than the second. 
The first was that Mr. Biaggi had 
quite blatantly lied first to the 
leaders of the Conservative party, 
then to the people of New York City. 
People who lie about particulars (“ I 
never

5th i 
do 
not 
participate in the immunities that 
cover people who lie in generalities 
(‘i will reduce City spending” ), and 
should not run for exalted political 
office. And secondly, conservatives 
are pretty much devoted to the 
proposition that to take the fifth 
amendment gives legitimate rise to 
negative inferences. 


But Mr. Mahoney ran into solid 
opposition from the county leaders. 
The majority of them refused to 
endorse any move to deprive Mr. 
Biaggi of the nomination. 
Why? 


Really, there isn’t a reason that 
harmonizes with the principles the 
Conservative party was founded to 
serve. I fear very much that I know 
the principal 
reason for their 
attitude, and it is the reluctance to 
repudiate Mr. Biaggi because he has 
a conspicuously Italian name. 


A few years ago Italians in New 
York particularly were urged to 
cultivate 
a 
racial 
self- 
consciousness, to which end an 
Italian Anti-Defamation League was 


formed which, over a brief period of 
time, made a special nuisance of 
itself and even persuaded some 
publishers and producers to decline 
to use the term mafia or mafioso, 
which terms were rejected as 
invidiously anti-Italian. Altogether 
natural sentiments of national pride 
and a resentment against ethnic 
discrimination, 
developed 
some 
Italians into the kind of self- 
consciousness that makes some 
Jews 
and 
some 
Irishmen 
insufferable. 
Why 
any 
Italian- 
American, who has running in his 
veins 
the 
blood 
of 
Caesar, 
M achiavelli, 
Dante, 
and 
Michaelangelo, needs, in order to 
acquire 
ethnic 
assurance, 
the 
mayoralty of New York City, no one 
could begin to hope to explain. But I 
warrant that if Mr. Biaggi’s name 
had been Sloan, or Kettering, he’d 
have 
been 
bounced 
as 
unceremoniously as Mr. Biaggi 
should have been bounced. 
Ironically, 
there 
is 
another 
Italian-American 
running 
for 
mayor, and he is uncontested on the 
Republican ticket. It is a further 
irony that four years ago the same 
man beat Lindsay in the Republican 
primary, 
and had Conservative 
party backing. His name is John 
Marchi. He is a conservative, a 
legislator of long experience, a man 
of great integrity who, I for one 
hope, will be the next mayor of New 
York.

Letter to Moynihan 


Dear Mr. Ambassador: 
Forgive the impudence of this 
letter, your excellency, but I have 
just come from the White House and 
to save my sanity I have to think 
something cheerful. I dream of you 
way over there in New Delhi in the 
spacious embassy, nominated last 
December, and about the one man of 
the Nixon crew who escaped from it 
all in time, with honor. 
You were the token Irishman in 
1969 and Henry Kissinger was the 
token Jew, and now even poor Henry 
is smirched. Under the paranoia of 
the White House he allowed the 
telephones of his own subordinates 
to be tapped for security reasons, no 
doubt rationalizing that when you 
live with madmen you have to yield 
to their ways for the larger good. 
Could you, Pat, as a self-made 
sociologist, from a coldwater flat in 
Harlem, work for a boss who tapped 
your telephone or those of your 
subordinates? Of course not. You 
were in this crowd of hardfaced, 
white, Protestant, predominantly 
rich, 
Anglo-Saxons and 
I 
still 
remember one press conference, in 
July 1969. You wore a lemon cream- 
colored velvet sport coat with pearl 
buttons, and the rest of you in black 
pants and black suede shoes. You 
were terrific, and the ideas you 
brought with you to the nonplussed 
Nixon team were just startling to 
that stuffy crew. Why, in those 
halcyon days you almost persuaded 
the president he 
was another 
Disraeli, throwing goodies to the 
grateful masses in the form of 
guaranteed incomes and family 
allowances.

defend 
the 
Administration even while the boss 
backed further and further away 
from the poor and the friendless. 
You were the Assistant to the 
President for Urban Affairs, and the 
showcase liberal but long before you 
escaped I guess you saw that you 
had lost out. The square-jawed foes 
of rotten liberalism had taken over. 
So where are they now? Wally 
Hickel left the cabinet, you recall, 
when he couldn’t get past the 
Haldeman-Ehrlichman stone wall. 
Well, 
Haldeman-Ehrlichman are 
out, too. Your old colleague, the

and Herb Stein. But why blame 
them?

promising a press conference in 
“ the near future” but if it comes it 
will be grim. How can a president be 
asked if he is going to resign? The 
Ziegler briefing, with acting White 
House counsel Leonard Garment 
was a scene of almost jungle 
savagery. 
The 
disingenuous 
statement cried for examination. 
This was different from Mr. 
Nixon’s 
April 
30 
televised 
Watergate explanation with the bust 
of Lincoln. A black-tie group of 
guests at a new exhibit at the 
Smithsonian watched it. There was 
a stir when he call Bob Haldeman 
and John Ehrlichman "two of the 
finest public servants it has been my 
privilege to know. “ But there was 
an audible titter when he said it 


would be 
cowardly” to blame 
subordinates. In a word, the speech 
didn't wash. 
And now here is this much sadder 
affair, 
the 
president 
virtually 
admitting many of the dark charges 
just now surfacing in the Watergate 
inquiry. Yes, there have been 
wiretaps: “ I authorized this entire

the Supreme Court hadn’t yet

contention of Attorney General 
Mitchell that he could wiretap at 
will — without court order — in 
domestic cases.) There was the 
Nixon

countenanced 
a

surreptitious entry — breaking and 
entering which was never put into 
effect, however, apparently because 
J. Edgar Hoover wouldn't agree. 
What a choice of marvels: Hoover 
vetoing a president, or a president 
prepared to compound a felony. 
There was the revelation, forced out 
be Watergate that the White House 
ran 
its 
own 
private 
secret 
surveillance 
team, 
the 
Special 
Investigation Unit from which two 
members graduated into Watergate. 


Above all, the president pleaded 
ignorance. That was his excuse; he 
didn’t know what was going on. 
Watergate 
forced 
this 
choice: 
complicity or incompetency and he 
picked the latter. 


Sad words, eh, Mr. Ambassador? 
You once said “ You re not Irish if 
you don t know your heart s meant 
to be broken ’ Better keep away 
from us. New Delhi looks awfully

His death caused a furore 
primarily because of a long string ol 
events beginning with an outright 
falsehood by a judge, to the eventual 
arrest of two policemen on a charge

officers had ever faced the bar of 
justice for the death of a prisoner 
They were eventually freed of I he 
charge, but not before a lot of 
people, honest judges and attorneys 
had made their point, and liie 
hitherto silent victims of police 
brutality had come forth to testify 
Beebe was a friend of mine He 


died because of the intensity of his 
faith in the dignity of people. 
I thought of all this Tuesday as the 
election results began to swing in 
Bradley s favor. From the times of 
intense racism, intense bigotry and 
corruption, we come to the sunlit 
plateau of reason and decency. It 
was quite a climb and Bradley noted 
the long effort it had taken in his 
own life to win the highest office of a

by lightweight chain saws 
and other garden power tools

Perhaps it’s the women’s lib movement or maybe 
just an extension of the do-it-yourself phenomenon, 
but the trend among manufacturers today is toward 
lightweight garden equipment. 
Recently, a woman sued a Los Angeles equipment 
rental agency which refused to rent her a rotary till­ 
er — reason given, a fear she might hurt herself. She 
said, “ Anything a man can do, I can do.” 
But lightweight tools designed for use by women 
as well as by men are much in the news this year. 
On a recent tour I encountered many outdoorsmen 
and women who carried a McCulloch Mini-Mac 
chain saw on trips in their campers and used it for 
everything from firewood cutting to making rustic 
furniture. 
The easy starting, light w eight (7 pound power 
unit) and high performance are endearing qualities 
to a woman. And a new saw, the Mini-Mac 1A, offers 
the convenience of automatic chain and bar oiling. 
This saw sells for a m anufacturer’s suggested 
price of under one hundred tw enty dollars, and 
comes complete with a 12-inch bar and chain. The 
Mini-Mac 1 sells for a suggested price of under a 
hundred dollars, and comes with a 10-inch cutting 
attachment. 
For the man—or woman—who takes care of the 
family yard, a lightweight chain saw is a boon for 
pruning, storm clean-up and construction, in addi­ 
tion to its recreational uses. 
Other tools stressing lightness in weight include 
Corona’s pruning shear designed to fit a woman’s 
hand. True Temper’s cordless electric grass shear 
is a featherweight trimmer for close cutting around 
flower beds, fences and trees. 
Black and Decker’s long-handled trimmer elim i­ 
nates stooping and kneeling. It’s electric and weighs 
only three and a half pounds. 
Lawnmowers which utilize lightweight two-cycle 
engine design are becoming popular. 
Toro’s new mower is self-propelled and has a key 
starter. All you have to do is steer. 
A light plastic contraption using centripetal force 
to throw fertilizer pellets over a 15-foot wide swath 
as you walk is called a Whirlybird and sold by Ortho. 
For inside-the-home jobs, lightness of weight is 
stressed by Spray Tech Corporation, whose airless 
paint sprayer eliminates fogging and spray mist, and 
by USM Corp., which manufactures an electric glue 
gun offering fingertip control. 
For clean-up anywhere, Rockwell’s 10-gallon vac­ 
uum cleaner gobbles up sawdust, wood chips and 
shavings in workshops; gravel, leaves, grass and 
twigs from patio walks and driveways, and will even 
whoosh ashes and soot out of your barbecue. 


Party Portable lets you keep 
fruits, drinks and snack 
foods close at hand. A full- 
width door shelf stores tall 
bottles, while the freezer 
holds four Mini-Cube ice 
trays. In the larger model, 
the freezer also has room 
for two pints of ice cream 


or an additional ice tray. 
A Custom Cart, available 
as an extra cost accessory, 
turns the portable refrigera­ 
tor into a roll-anvwhere re­ 
freshment center, and fa­ 
cilitates moving it to cover 
when it rains, or indoors at 
night.

Lake Fishing Good Balance to 
High C’s, Says Met Opera Star 


“ I didn’t choose fishing, 
fishing chose me, when I 
was so little my grandfather 
had to tie me to a pier so I 
wouldn’t fall off the dock.” 
James 
McCracken, 
the 
celebrated dramatic tenor 
of the Metropolitan Opera, 
is a fishing nut and glad of 
it. From boyhood river fish­ 
ing in Indiana to a recent 
trip for marlin off Bimini, 
Mr. McCracken has found 
fishing the greatest relief 
from the pressure of daily 
living. 
‘‘I think fishing should be 
taught by the schools. It 
teaches you both to endure 
solitude and to enjoy it, you 
learn patience, you gather 
calm and quiet into your 
soul. Golf and tennis are 
overcrowded and competi­ 
tive. In fishing you find a 
little spot and it’s all yours. 
No one cares if you’re any 
goqd at it, but there’s that 
sense of victory when you do 
pull something in.” 
The opera star advises the 
beginner to stay with fresh 
water fish. ‘‘In deep sea 
you first have to find the 
fish On a small lake you can 
just about see where they 
are. In the spring my wife 
and I always go to Hazel 
Glade in Minnesota because 
the Met tours near there. 
It’s a big lake but you can 
practically put out your 
hand and grab the wall-eyed 
pike.” 
Mrs. McCracken, who is 
Met mezzo-soprano Sandra 
Warfield, often accompa­ 
nies her husband on fishing 
trips. She reports, “ I used 
to just read in the boat, but 
once I got used to baiting 
the hook and could look for­ 
ward to catching a part of 
our dinner perhaps, you 
could say I was “hooked on 
fishing too.” Her husband 
adds, “ one time I caught 
nothing for seven hours and

still came home happy as a 
lark.” 
The McCrackens go out 
very early in the morning 
in a small boat. They take 
along casting and spinning 
rods plus about thirty plugs, 
spoon, jigs and spinners. 
The hefty tenor says “ It’s 
the only time in life when 
gourmet eating isn’t impor­ 
tant. We take some sand­ 
wiches, an insulated jug of 
coffee and some good bour­ 
bon because it’s very cold 
at dawn and a body needs 
a warmer-upper that goes 
down silky smooth. A little 
shot of Wild Turkey, some­ 
times in the coffee, does a 
super job of waking me up.” 
Fellow fishermen are of­ 
ten treated to the sound of 
the tenor’s magnificent 
voice (he opened the Met’s 
1972-3 season as Don Jose in 
Carmen) as he practices in 
the boat. Does this scare the 
fish? ‘‘Maybe that’s why I 
don’t catch so many,” he 
grins. 
His advice includes not 
changing your spot if the 
fish don’t seem to be* around. 
“ Stay put, have patience. 
Fishermen move too much. 
My experience is that the 
fish move, let them find 
you." 
McCracken’s 
proudest 
catch was 34 years ago, a 
5 and 3 4 pound small-mouth 
bass in Michigan “ We ate 
that fish then. Today it 
would be mounted as a tro­ 
phy fish Next year I very 
much want to try ice fishing 
- probably in January so I 
can catch my cold and get 
it over before the Met spring 
schedule begins. I hope I 11 
catch some fish too 
Last year McCracken and 
Miss Warfield authored the 
book "A Star in the Family”

Whether the weather is 
hot or cold you’ll need an 
inexpensive pair of cotton 
gloves for all-around pro­ 
tection. Flies, mosquitoes, 
gnats and bees are less a 
threat when your hands are 
well covered. If you’re ca­ 
noeing, chopping, sawing, 
or digging, gloves go a long 
way in preventing blisters 
and scratches. And at cook- 
out tim e, they re most 
handy in dealing with hot 
pothandles 
and cooking 
utensils. 
Another luxury 
“extra 
especially useful for outdoor 
cooks is a folding metal 


stove stand that will raise 
th e c a m p s to v e to a 
convenient height and save 
space on the campground 
table. For ground fires, a 
small folding charcoal grill 
can prove to be a barbe- 
cuer’s delight. 


A fter cookout tim e , 
cleanup chores will be fast 
and painless with some new 
cleaning aids that are easily 
tucked into your carry-all 
knapsack. No-rust Rescue 
soap pads, phosphate- free, 
designed to cut through 
grease and grime in a jiffy, 
are sure-fire helpers on 
tough, stubborn pots. And

There is, however, one big 
thing that counts the most in 
your camping activities: 
leaving forests, lakes, 


national parks and camp 
sites 
uncluttered 
and 
unblemished. Trash should 
be discarded only in desig­ 
nated trash cans while gar­ 
bage and debris should be 
burned or carried to proper 
disposal spots, depending on 
local regulations. Bear in 
mind that the bill for litter 
clean-up alone in this nation 
is over five hundred million 
dollars a year! “ Preserva­ 
tion of the wilderness from 
all signs of human use” is a 
code every camper should 
adopt and uphold with the 
same enthusiasm he brings 
to the unique and endlessly 
gratifying sport of camping.
